The Social Democrats, and their 
tacit allies, the Communists, held 
175 seats in the 349-seat Riksdag or 
parliament- when the first phase of 
vote counting was completed this 
morning. The three non-Sodalist 
parties, which ousted the Social 
Democrats from power three years 
ago, after 44 consecutive years in 
office, had 174 seats and a popular 
vote lead of 2,060. 

There were about 45,000 postal 
votes, traditionally favoring the 
non-Sodalist parties, still to be 
counted. Of man, about 43,000 
were cast on Saturday and yester- 
day within Sweden and were being 
totaled at voting headquarters in 
the 357 national election districts. 
Another 2,000 votes came from 
Swedes living abroad.

Ann ThoreU.’ an official of the 
state tax office, which counts the 
.ballots, said Sweden’s limited pro- 
portional election system did not 
permit a precise estimate of bow 
many votes would be needed to 
swing a parliamentary seat away 
from the Socialist bloc. But she said 
that in the ciurent circums t ances “it 
might only require a handful/’ 

Of the 349 parliamentary seats, 
310 are apportioned on the basis of 
direct voting in constituencies and 
39 through a proportional system 
counting results in the country as a 
whole. 

The non-Socialists are considered 
favorites in postal vote counting be- 
cause most of these votes are bc- 
lievedto come from relatively well- 
to-do people who spent the week- 
end out of their election districts in 


their summer houses. Most of the 
2.000 foreign residents are also 
thought to be Swedes of relative 
means and likely to prefer the non- 
Sorialisi group. 

“1 don't dare believe we've got 
the majority,” Mr. Palme said “The 
Swedes living abroad will no doubt 
tip the scales. It's not especially 
gratifying that these 'tax-Swiss* 
should decide what kind of govern- 
ment well have here in Sweden.” 

New Law 

Swedes living abroad were panic- 
mating in a national election for the 
first time under a law instituted by 
the non-Sodalist dominated parlia- 
ment The Social-Democ rat-backed 
newspaper, Aftonbladet comment- 
ed, “If a few thousand Swedes in 
the Canary Islands and Switzerland 
“should decide 'this election, maybe 
we should start chinking about giv- 
ing the vote to the hundreds of 
thousands of hard-working immi- 
grants here.” About 227.000 foreign 
residents of Sweden are eligible to 
vote in regional, but not national, 
elections. 

Mr.- Palme, commenting on the 
results, said that if the non -Social- 
ists finally won a 175-to-l74 advan- 
tage in parliament “We'll get them 
in the spring after the referendum." 

The question of how Sweden 
would vote on developing nuclear 
energy — the phrasing of the re- 
ferendum has not been derided on 
■ — is widely regarded here as a more 
significant choice for the country 
than yesterday's election because it 
will set the ground rules for Swe- 
den’s further economic develop-

NEW DELHI, SepL 17 (AP) — 
Hafizullah Amin. Afghanistan's 
new president, confirmed in a 
speech broadcast today that he 
“eliminated” opponents in the coup 
that brought him to power yester- 
day. 

The state radio reported that four 
persons were shot dead in the coup, 
but identified only one — former 
security chief Major Syed Daud 
Tamn. who often served as personal 
bodyguard of Mr. Amin's predeces- 
sor. Nur Mohammed Taraki. The 
former security chief was given a 
state funeral, tne radio said. 

“Those people who saw their 
greatness in the oppression of the 
people have been eliminated,” said 
Mr. Amin, using the word that was 
employed during the coup of April 
27 last year to report the violent 
deaths of President Sadar 
Mohammed Daud and members of 
his regime and family. 

Mr. Amin promised an end to 
personality cults, an obvious refer- 
ence to the intense effort mode to 
project Mr. TarakTs image as the 
classless liberator of Afghanistan. 

Mr. Amin said nothing in the 
broadcast monitored here about the 
whereabouts of Mr. Taraki. 62, who 
was quoted by the radio yesterday 
as saying he had resigned the presi- 
dency because of “bad health and 
nervous weakness.” It was not dear 
whether he would retain any gov- 
ernment posts. 

Mr. Taraki is believed to have an 
acute diabetic condition. Nonethe- 
less, he attended the nonaligned 
summit in Havana earlier this 
month and stopped on his way 
home in Moscow, where he was 
warmly embraced by Soviet Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev only a week 
ago. 

'The Kremlin reportedly has fun-' 
neled large supplies of weapons and 
thousands of military advisers into 
Afghanistan to aid the government 
against the rebels. 

Radio Afghanistan reported the 
ultra-leftward power shift yesterday 
in the landlocked Central Asian na- 
tion. currently embroiled in a civil 
war and tom by a split in the ruling 
KhaJq (People’s) Party. 

The 50-year-old Mr. Amin, long 
considered more radical than Mr. 
Taraki and the real strongman in 
the pro- Soviet Afghan government, 
is expected to step up the fight 
against rightist Moslem rebels. The 
insurgents are reported to have 
seized about half the mountainous 
nation in their war against what 
they call the “Godless" Marxist re- 
gime in Kabul, the capital.

political strategist, rose to power in 
a series of shake-ups in the Taraki 
government that underlined inter- 
nal squabbling in the Khalq Party 
on land reform policy and war 
strategy. Along the way. be re- 
moved numerous political oppo- 
nents and potential rivals. 

Mr. Amin's actions have identi- 
fied the chunky politician as an old- 
school Marxist. His latest apparent 
government purge came Friday, 
when the last two military officers 
were dismissed from Mr. Amin’s 
Cabinet 


He has protected himself b' 
tablishing a wide network 
formers and by reorganizing 
AGSA. the government's feared se- 
cret police, under his personal con- 
trol. His power base lies among a 
army and air force officers he per- 
sonally recruited as military 
commissar of the then-outlawed 
Khalq Parry before last year's coup. 

Mr. Amin received a master’s de- 
gree from Columbia University in 
New York and attended the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, where he recently 
told a news conference he became 
politically aware by attending “so- 
cialist progressive dubs” in the 
summer or 1958. He claimed, that 
U.S. authorities conspired with the 
Afghan government to invalidate 
his student visa because of his polit- 
ical activities. 

Returning home, he resumed 
teaching mathematics and physics, 
and ran unsuccessfully for Parlia- 
ment in 1965 from Paghman. his 
hometown 12 miles northwest of 
Kabul. He was elected in 1969, on 
his second try. and served four 
years as a representative. 

Khalq Party dissidents have 
risked torture and death to criticize 
Mr. Amin in a series of under- 
ground papers known as “shabna- 
rha." or night letters. They have 
accused him of profiting privately 
from his office, removing party 
members merely for disagreeing 
with him, "conspiring” nidi the 
Russians, and making his brother 
the security chief for four northern 
provinces.

U.K. Agrees on Some Safeguards for Rhodesia Whites 


LONDON, SepL 17 (UPI) — 
Britain insisted today that the posi- 
tion of the 220,000 whites in Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia must be safeguard- 
ed in a future constitution for the 
new nation. But it said any veto 
right for the white community tike 
the one in the present constitution 
was out of the question. 

' Addressing the weekold Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia conference, British 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington, 
the conference chairman, said that 
“in no other constitution for a for- 
mer British colony has the white 
community been given blocking 
powers. But we do recognize it must 
have safeguards and that is why we 
have written these into the British 
draft for a constitution." 


He said such safeguards should 
be guaranteed for a certain fixed pe- 
riod. 

Lord Carrington spoke when the 
conference, after a weekend recess, 
plunged for the first time into 
poim-by-point discussion of a 
revised constitution. 

But no early agreement was in 
sighL The Salisbury delegation of 
Prime Minister Abel Muzorewa and 
Patriotic Front leaders Joshua Nko- 
.mo and Robert Mugabe were still 
far apart on most major issues, with 
the British trying to edge them 
toward some common ground. 

Bishop Muzorewa said Iasi week 
he wanted to return home by next 
weekend, with or without agree- 
ment. But conference spokesman 


Nicholas Fcnn said “The British 
delegation never has sought to im- 
pose a deadline. But I think all 
would agree it is unlikely to be 
wrapped up by the end of the 
week." 

The position of the white minori- 
ty in a future independent Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia was one of the 
roost difficult issues facing the con- 
ference. 

The present Salisbury constitu- 
tion. largely as a result of pressure

“In other words, nearly every one 
of the 800,000 people in San Fran- 
cisco exposed to tne cloud at nor- 
mal breathing rate . . . inhaled 
5,000 or more . . . panicles,” it 
said. 

“Any other area," the report con- 
tinued. "having a steady wind and a 
degree of atmospheric stability 

S able to San Francisco is vul- 
to a similar type of attack 
and there are many such areas in 
the U.S. and elsewhere." 

Hie spraying took place between 
Sept. 20 and SepL 26, 1950. The

Mr. Nevins died Nov. I, 
1950, at the old Stanford Hospital 
in San Frandsco.

“In 1951, the doctors at the hos-

The Nevins family found out 
about the experiment through an 
article in the Long Island newspa- 
per Newsday in 1976, Mr. Ladar 
said. “All they knew before that was 
that Nevins went into the hospital 
for a successful hernia operation 
and ended up dying a very painful 
death with dear evidence of serratia 
in his blood and urine samples." 

The Newsday article said the 
Army secretly sponsored the germ 
warfare tats in 1950. 1954 and 1955 
near San Francisco under ihhc code 
name Operation Seaspray. Only the 
1950 experiment was mentioned in 
the documents released to the Nev- 
ins family. 

Mri Ladar said he is seeking ad- 
ditional information from the Army 
about its other biological taring to 
determine whether any other illness 
or death resulted. 


60 Killed in Fighting

President Castro released the 
Americans a week after the four 
Puerto Ricans walked out of federal 
prisons after they had served 25 
years or more for shooting attacks 
bn the U.S. House and President 
Harry Truman's residence in the 
1950s. 

Mr. Castro told a 10-man con- 
gressional delegation in Havana last 
January that, if Mr. Carter released 
the four Puerto Ricans as a humani- 
tarian gesture, he would make a 
similar gesture by freeing the Amer- 
icans: 

“1 am not proposing an ex- 
change.” he said. “There need be no 
negotiation or publicity. You've 
made an appeal and I’ve proposed a 
solution” for freedom for the Amer- 
icans.” 

When he did not immediately re- 
lease the Americans last week, the 
congressmen, led by Rep. Benjamin 
Gilman. R-N.Y„ cabled Mr. Castro 
calling on him to keep his promise.

Afghanistan's new leader, is seen as 
a revolutionary hatchet-man deter- 
mined to rush his country into a 
Marxist state us quickly as possible; 

As the strongman behind Conner 
President Nur Mohammed Taraki. 
who resigned yesterday. Mr. .Amin 
is regarded as completely different 
from his predecessor. President 
Taraki remained a figurehead, a 
Marxist writer and poet, who kept 
himself apart from day-to-day gov- 
ernment business. 

But Mr. Amin is said to be re- 
sponsible for the mass unprison- 
me. .s and executions of opponents 
and also to have pushed through the 
leftist reforms that turned the coun- 
try's devoutly Moslem tribes 
against the government. 

The two men came to power in 
the military coup on April 27. 1978. 
that toppled the government of 
President Mohammed Daoud.

Mr. Amin car- 
ried out a number of Cabinet 
reshuffles which removed from 
power popular figures, particularly 
military heroes who could have 
been figureheads for a putsch 
against turn. 

He look over the defense port- 
folio in July and reinforced his close 
contact with the army, the only in- 
stitution in Afghanistan which 
could overthrow the government. 


CaUed Doctrinaire 

From his youth he took an active 
part in politics, according to a semi- 
official biography published in Ka- 
bul newspapers at the time of the 
coup. He was bom in 1921 into a 
lower middle-class family and won 
a scholarship to Columbia Universi- 
ty in the United States where he 
studied science. Mr. Amin has said 
that he became a Socialist as a re- 
sult of his experiences in the United 
States. 

He has been accused by rival left- 
ists of being doctrinaire and heed- 
less of popular opinion. “When a 
government is based on the working 
class, it will not be defeated. We are 
sure our regime will come out on 
top,” he says. 

He joined President Tar aid’s 
Khalq faction of the Afghanistan 
Communist Party in the mid-60s 
and began recruiting members in 
the armed forces who had returned 
from training in the Soviet Union in 
the late 60s. 

The party leaders were arrested 
just before the coup and their 
planned exuction was said to have 
sparked the uprising. Before then 
they had agreed to a union with the 
rival Parcham (Flag) wing of the 
party whose leaders joined the first 
postrevolutionaiy government. 

Mr. Amin gave the first indica- 
tion of his ruthlessness by removing 
the Parcham leaders from the ad- 
ministration and sending them 
abroad as ambassadors. Within a 
month of their departure he 
charged them with high treason. 

The Moslem tribesmen who have 
been fighting for the past 10 
months to overthrow the govern- 
ment say that a man can be either a 
Communist or a Moslem and there 
is no compromise because Mr. 
Amin is a Communist.

Nerve Gas Moved Away From Hamburg 


HAMBURG, Sept. 17 (UPI) — 
City authorities today evacuated 
90 persons from their houses and 
closed 60 factories near an aban- 
doned explosives plant, where 
military experts started clearing 
out more than 500 tons of muni- 
tions and poison gas found there 
last week. 

The highly poisonous sub- 
stance is G.A. gas. a German 
nerve gas developed shortly be- 
fore World War 11 by the I.G. 
Far ben company. 

The army truck carrying the 30 
(iters of G.A. gas to a military 
dump in the Lueneburg Heath 


south of Hamburg was escorted 
by police cars, a fi retruck and a 
doctor, the police said. An ex- 
pressway was blocked to traffic 
during the transport. 

The area around the plant, in 
the northeastern suburb of Eidel- 
stedt was sealed off between 10 
a.m. and 4 p.m. the police said. 

Police last week discovered the 
500 tons of munitions and the gas 
after a boy had been killed and 
two others severely injured while 
playing with explosives. The boys 
had entered the factory area 
through a broken-down fence. 

It was at the former plant of 


Hugo Stoltenbexg's explosives 
firm that police made the find. 
Search operations continued to- 
day. 

Although the GA gas was de- 
veloped on orders from Hitler, h 
was never used during World 
Warn. 

“The GA gas works within 
seconds.” said Helmut Jaeger, a 
military specialist. 

“The pupils of the victims con- 
tract, their eyesight is lost and 
they start throwing up. Death is 
caused by a breakdown of the 
lung and bean functions,” he 
said.

Bakhtiar Asks Firm U.S. Stand on Iran

LONDON, Sept. 17 (UP!) — For- 
mer Iranian Premier Shahpur Ba- 
khtiar today spoke out against U.S. 
arms shipments to Iran, saying he 
hoped the United States would son 
out what he called its conflicting at- 
titudes towards the Islamic regime 
of Ayatollah Ruhollah KhomemL 

“America hesitates between two 
courses of action.'' Mr. Bakhtiar 
said at a news conference at a Lon- 
don hoteL “Firstly, there are people 
who are intellectual and liberal and 
see Khomeini as contrary to human 
rights. Secondly, there are the busi- 
nessmen. who demand oil.” 

While expressing understanding 
for the “very difficult problems” 
facing the Carter administration, 
Mr. Bakhtiar said he hoped Wash- 
ington would move to resolve con- 
flicting interests in its policy toward 
Iran. “I hope there wifi be a coming 
together” of the two views, he said. 

Mr. Bakhtiar. 64, was premier 
when the shah left Iran on Jan. 16. 
He remained in power only 38 days 
and then fled into exile himself. He 
surfaced in Paris last month, when 
he held a news conference criticiz- 
ing Ayatollah Khomeini and his 
Islamic regime. 

Since then the French-educated 
politician has been on a tour of 
world capitals publicizing his views. 
Yesterday he addressed a rally of 
2J00 Iranians in central London's 
Hyde Park.

The opposition group, one of 
many ice king to oust Bokassa, said 
it has provided the names of the vic- 
tims to the human rights group Am- 
nesty International It said the exe- 
cutions occurred at (he prison in 
Bangui, the nation's capital.

Aspin Urges Cut

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 (WP)

tensive commercial fishing 

For 20 years, “The Antarctic 
Chib,” which indudes the United 
States, Japan and the Soviet Union, 
has governed that desolate, ice- 
bound wSderaess as a haven for sci- 
entific rese ar ch, free of arms and in- 
dustry despite competing territorial 
claims of several nations. 

The harmony that has prevailed 
since the 1959 Antarctic Treaty is 
under serious strain. Concern is 
mounting that a rush to develop the 
continent’s potentially rich re- 
sources will irreversibly damage the 
world's roost untouched ecosystem. 
Ami, if states disagree over fishing 
and ofl-drilTmg rights, critics fear 
the treaty could collapse, leaving 
Antarctica open to superpower 
rivalry. 

The 13 treaty members include 
seven nations with partly overlap- 
ping land claims: Argentina, Aus- 
tralia, Chile, France, New Zealand, 
Norway and Britain. Six other par- 
ties — the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Japan. South Africa, Belgi- 
um and Poland — do not recognize 
the territorial claims and nialcw 
none themselves. Until now, the 
treaty has rested cm a delicate ar- 
rangement in which the members 
govern by consensus and agree to 
disagree on elaims. 

OQ, Fish Entwined 

In April, 20 U.S. environmental 
groups wrote President Carter, ask- 
mg hbp to propose that Antarctica 
broome a “world preserve," dosed 
to mineral exploitation.

For two years, the parties have 
been wrangling over a draft agree- 
ment to control the exploitation of 
marine resources, especially pro- 
tein-rich lcrilL Krill three- inch-long, 
shrimp-like creatures, swarm 
through Antarctic waters. 

As more nations restrict fishing 
within their 200-mile coastal zones, 
the rich waters of the southern 
ocean offer the tempting possibility 
of increasing the world's fish catch 
dramatically. The Soviet Union, Ja- 
pan, Poland, South Korea. Taiwan, 
JVest Germany and East Germany 
already are ’'harvesting ' krill ana 
other fish. 

The draft agreement has been 
held up by French concerns over 
controlling waters around their is- 
lands. Kerguelen and Grazet. Dele- 
gation members, however, predict it 
wiD be ready for signing within six 
months. 

U.S. officials call the new treaty 
innovative in its dedication to con- 
servation of a whole ecosystem, not 
just of individual species.

Senator to Seek

OH Spills Feared 

Environmentalists also fear oil 
spills in Antarctica could affect the 
world’s climate, because the conti- 
nent is linked by ocean currents and 
atmospheric circulation to the rest 
of the eanb. 

Spills would be inevitable, they 
say. given the area's 200-mile an 
hour winds, rapidly moving under- 
water icebergs and stormy seas. Oil 
degrades slowly in cold water, thus 
potentially causing more harm to 
wildlife than spills in temperate di- 
mates. 

Nonetheless, at a time when ml 
shortages threaten the economic 
stability of Western nations, the 
prospect of major new discoveries 
may be irresistible. 

The U.S. Geological Survey has 
estimated, based on sketchy infor- 
mation. that Antarctica's continen- 
tal .shelf could contain as much as 
45 billion barrels of oil — one and a 
half times current U.S. reserves. 

At the moment, the Antarctic 
partners have agreed to a policy of 
voluntary restraint, discouraging 
any exploratory drilling until more 
is known about the environmental 
consequences.

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No More Nicaragua®? 


The Carter administration is trying to get 
out a bit ahead of the curve in dealing with 
the extremely dicey political situation in 
Central America. It is offering economic aid 
and military training, though not arms, to the 
victorious Sandinistas in Nicaragua in an at- 
tempt to keep the U.S. option open to the 
left-leaning guerrillas in power there. It is 
quietly working where other explosions are 
building in Central America, particularly El 
Salvador, ro see if change can be brought by 
otb r than revolutionary means. 


Does this sound novel as well as sensible? 
It is both. In few places has U.S. policy over 
the last generation or two been less forward- 
looking and more wedded to losers than in 
Central America. In the name of stability 
and anti-communism, the United Slates has 
helped prop up one dreary dictator after an- 
other. Jimmy Carter did try to shake loose 
from this policy in Nicaragua. But his effort 
was so belated and uncertain that it did not 
produce either evolutionary change or the in- 
stantly moderate, democratic. pro-U.S. re- 
gime (hat Americans always hope, against ail 
odds, will emerge from the ruins of the old 
order. Now in modest but deliberate ways, 
his administration is playing catch-up ball in 
Nicaragua, and practicing preventive diplo- 
macy in El Salvador. 

Is the U.S. effort enough? Too much? It is 


easy enough to find flaws in any policy di- 
rected at getting a handle on local situations 
undergoing rapid and unpredictable change. 
In Nicaragua, for instance, the real crisis will 
come (perhaps soon) when the new regime's 
political and moral debts to the poor start 
bumping up against its need to attract the 
skills and capital of the middle class and of 
the overseas institutions, like banks, that 
work essentially with the middle class. In El 
Salvador, the crisis will come (also soon) 
when the 14 ruling families will have to de- 
cide whether to tough it out in the Somoza 
style or to accept concessions endangering 
their grasp on privilege and power. Washing- 
ton will face blurred choices that lead to 
other blurred choices. It will be a second- 
guesser’s paradise. 


Perhaps it is enough for now that the bu- 
reaucracy, though feeling twice-burned by its 
experience with Nicaragua, is concerned with 
the issue of adjusting UJS. policy to local 
change, that U.S. diplomats are becoming 
more sensitive to the value of working out a 
Central America policy with the democratic 
Latin nations, and that some effort is being 
made to build informed understanding in 
Congress. Each and every one represents an 
improvement on past ways of doing business 
in Latin America.

Congress is reshaping President Carter’s 
synthetic fuels plan wisely and well — which 
is to say cautiously. The president's July pro- 
posal would have started construction of 
dozens of plants simultaneously, at break- 
neck speed, to make oil and gas from coal 
and shale. The goal was the equivalent of 2.5 
million barrels of oil a day by 1990. with a 
federal commitment of 588 billion in loan 
and price guarantees.

Meanwhile, the House Budget Committee 
has.accepted the idea of a limited first phase, 
but has voted to lower the limit to a maxi- 
mum of $12 billion in loan and price guaran- 
tees. Now the Senate Banking Committee 
has set a further restriction of no more than 
six coal plants and six shale plants, it's not 
hard to see where the consensus is going. Ex- 
ploring the possibilities of synthetic fuels is 
worthwhile, but the costs and risks will be 
high. It's necessary not to get overcommitted.

The next big test of U.S. energy policy will 
arrive in the early 1980s, as the recovery from 
the current recession gets fully under way. If 
that recovery once again lifts U.S. oil imports 
to unprecedented levels, it will once again 
throw the world into an oil crisis and the 
United States into a recession — for the third 
time since 1973. Synthetics cannot possibly 
be developed fast enough to help the United 
States avoid that trap. In the very short time 
available, the only resource that offers any 
substantial hope is intelligent and persever- 
ing conservation.

Israel and the PLO 


The time has come for the Israeli govern- 
ment to recognize that it has lost its long 
fight to prevent diplomatic recognition of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 

Nor can it expect to hold off for very much 
longer acknowledging the right of Palestinian 
self-determination. 

By refusing to accept these two develop- 
ments, Israel is placing itself at risk of isolat- 
ing itself completely from all friends in the 
West. This risk was brought a step closer last 
week by the agreement of the foreign minis- 
ters of the European Community to bring the 
PLO — or. as proposed by Britain, Lhe effec- 
tive representatives of the Palestinians — 
into the negotiations for a peace settlement. 

It is understandable that the Israelis 
should feel strongly about any formal recog- 
nition of the PLO before it has acted to re- 
move from its Charter the pledge to destroy 
the Jewish state: but would it not be wiser to 
put to the -test the claims made by the Austri- 
an chancellor. Bruno Kriesky. (after his 
meeting with Yasser Arafat) that the PLO 
leader is willing to lead his organization in 
formally recognizing the existence of Israel 
and its right to secure its own borders? 


Nothing would do more harm to Israeli 
morale or to their diplomatic position than 
that they should find themselves “aban- 
doned” on this vital issue by their only allies. 
It would surely be far better to come to terms 
with reality than to go on fighting over an 
issue (hat cannot be won.

Warning to Kennedy on Political Macho 


Sidewalk Hawking 

Mr. Kennedy has said that he 
would not campaign from a televi- 
sion studio. That kind of campaign- 
ing — from television stations, ra- 
dio booths, nespaper editorial offic- 
es. large and wdl-policcd arenas — 
is precisely (he kind of stumping 
that he must be persuaded to do. 
This is no time Tor political macho, 
on the part of any candidate. 

With this kind of campaigning, 
Mr. Kennedy could strike a blow 
for lifting the Presidential primaries 
out of the nick of sidewalk hawking 
and hand-shaking to a decent level 
of rational debate. He could lead 
the way in liberating us from the 
chaos of 35 or more presidential 
primaries that in 1980, and future 
election years, would require the na- 
tion's top political leaders to spend 
months in the most trivial, 
dehumanizing, exhausting kind of 
huckstering. 

What about the second prospect 
— that his candidacy would hurt his 
party? 

Here Sen. Kennedy faces a dilem- 
ma. His brothers established a heri- 
tage of challenging established par- 
ty leaders: Joseph P. Kennedy Jr. 
voted against Franklin D. Roose- 
velt in the 1940 convention: John 
F. Kennedy did an end-run around 
the revered Adlai E. Stevenson; 
Robert F. Kennedy took on Lyn- 
don B. Johnson. But Edward Ken- 
nedy lacks the passion that pro- 
pelled Robert F. Kennedy into the 
1968 race. He is. in my observation, 
the most compassionate, even deco 
rous, of all the Kenned |y men. He 
would like to run for president 
without running over a president or 
wrenching apart his party. 

The answer to both bis personal 
and political dilemma is already in 
being — the draft-Ketmedy move- 
ment -that has been gathering for 
months in most of the stales.

Yet even a- the senator has decid- 
ed to go ahead, the poignant readi- 
ness of his vulnerable family has 
brought to the fore again his linger- 
ing doubts. 

They 
are doubts about violence, personal 
and political — the possibility of an 
attempt on his life, and the prospect 
that his candidacy might disrupt the 
party, and even the nation.

When Poland Was Carved Up

B russels — At noon on SepL 
I, sirens blared all over Po- 
land, as they had done 40 years ear- 
lier. In 1939, they warned of the 
first shots of Wood War II. This 
year, they signaled a minute of si- 
lence. But what an awful minute, 
what a solemn silence. AU of Po- 
land stopped and remembered the 
loss of a fifth of its population and 
of a third of the nation. 

But unanimity went no further in 
Poland. For (hose in power, the 
sirens brought memories only of the 
German Nazi aggression. But for 
the other Poles, the strident blasts 
on SepL 1 recalled two other days 
of that fateful year. 

Pact Signed 

Those two days were Aug. 23. 
when Hitter and Stalin signed the 
nonaggression pact which opened 
the gates of Poland to the Nazi 
army, and SepL 17. the day of “the 
knife in the back,” when the Soviet 
Army entered a Poland that had 
been crushed and bled white by the 
Nazis. Thus was consummated the 
fourth division of Poland. 

On Aug. 23, 1939, Hitler’s foreign 
minister Joachim von Ribbentrop, 
and Viacheslav Molotov. Stalin's 
foreign affairs chief, signed in the 
Kremlin a pan containing secret 
clauses that gave the Nazis a free 
hand in Western Poland and West- 
ern Europe, while allowing Moscow 
to take over the eastern part of Po- 
land, the Baltic countries. Romani- 
an Bessarabia and Finnish Karelia.

Aegean Rights: Trouble on NATO’s Flank 


By Chris Eliou 

ATHENS. Sept. 17 (IHT) — Last 
week's tour by Premier Constantine 
Caramanlis to areas near Greece's 
sensitive northern border with Tur- 
key has refocused attention on the 
disrupted Greek -Turkish relations 
and now they affect NATO's trou- 
bled southeastern flank. 

The Greek leader singled out 
what he called Turkey's apparent 
unwillingness to help resolve the re- 
maining differences between the 
two former allies over seabed and 
airspace rights in the Aegean. 

Despite regular meetings between 
the secre tari es- gene ral of the Greek 
and Turkish Foreign Ministries, no 
progress has been made toward a 
settlement, although Greek diplo-

This relationship 
would provide for Greece to main- 
tain its armed forces under national 
command during peace and for in- 
tegration into NATO's command 
during a war. 

Greece’s return to the NATO 
command would depend largely on 
the clarifications provided by the 
visiting NATO experts on 30 ques-

Senior Citizens 
In US. Face 
Fewer Crimes 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 
(UPH — People in the United 
States are less likely to be vic- 
tims of crime once they are past 
the age of 65. according to a re- 
port issued yesterday by the 
U.S. Census Bureau. 

There were 30 crimes against 
the person — as distinguished 
from property crimes — for eve- 
ry 1.000 persons in the U.S. old- 
er than 65 in 1978, compared to - 
130 per 1.000 for the general 
population. 

The bureau also found tiiai 42 
percent of American women 
over 65 lived alone last year, but 
75 percent of - older men still 
lived with their wives. That is 
because women live longer than 
men, it said- Of the 24.1 million, 
persons over 65 in 1978. women 
outnumbered men by 4.5 mil- 
lion.

Yams — a Source of Confusion (With Sweet Potatoes) as Weil as of Food 


jpARAS — '“As soon as the naiites 


had east off iheir fear.” wrote 
Christopher Columbus, ’’they all 
went to their houses and each one 
brought what he had to eat. consist- 
ing of sums, which are roots like 
large radishes, which they sow and 
cultivate in all their lands, and is 
their staple food. They make bread 
of it and roast it.” 

“This offering of yams.*" The Ho- 
rizon Cookbook commented, "was 
perhaps European man’s first im- 
portant encounter with the Tare of 
the New World." 

Uh-huh. But the yam is a native 
of the Old World. The Horizon 
Cookbook was nevertheless right in 
sp : c of itself, for what the natives 
of Hispaniola offered Columbus 
were almost certainly not yarns, but 
sweet potatoes, which are included 
in "the fare of the New World." 


On another page, the same book 
saluted "the appearance in England 
or the first yam from the New 
World in 

Uh-huh. But Geoffrey Grigson. a 
careful researcher, while agreeing 
that yams first reached England in 
the J6ih' century, says that they 
came, not from the New World, but 
from Africa. 

Finally the same yam-haunted 
publication, going Tar out on the 
limb, reported in a third passage 
that "when Senegalese slaves first 
discovered the strange sweet tuber 
growing in the West Indies, they 
named it nyami. their word for "to 
eat." Yams were soon brought to 
West Africa where they thrived in 
the subtropical soil, became staples 
of the native diet, and inspired 

much tribal ritual." 

Uh-huh. But majority opinion 


holds that the movement of Ne- 
groes and the movement of yams 
from one hemisphere to ihe other 
occurred in the same direction: it 
was the enslaved Africans who ear- 
ned the yam. already a staple in 
their country, to the Caribbean, 
along with their word for it. 

General Confusion 

The Horizon Cookbook may be 
presumed to have been Jed astray 
by the very general confusion be- 
tween the yam and the sweet pota- 
to. concerning which only the prim- 
itive Papuans of New Guinea seem 
to have been able to make a clear 
distinction. They knew that the 
sweet potato was the tuber-pro- 
ducing plant cultivated by men. be- 
causeThe root resembled the male 
member. 

You need not feel beliuled if >ou 


are less well informed about yams 
than Papuan savages, for you are In 
good company. Europe's most dis- 
tinguished 17ih-cvniury botanists 
took the sweet potato for a sort of 
yam. or vice verse, when both broke 
upon them at roughly the same 
time, the former imported from the 
West Indies by Spanish explorers, 
ihe latter from West Africa by Por- 
tuguese explorers. An excuse for 
continued confusion in our lime is 
the looseness of popular usage. In 
the United States. Southerners of- 
ten refer to the sweet potato as a 
yam. including those who organize 
yam festivals at which it is sweet 
'potatoes that are eaten. 

It is nnl impossible, however, that 
the yam did reach America before 
Columbus did. but if so it was car- 
ried. not by slaves, but by the Afri- 
can Equatorial Current. If it crossed 


the Atlantic by drifting, its likeliest 


landfall would* have been in the re- 


gion of the Guianas. It happens that 
this is precisely where yams today 
grow most abundantly in the New 
World, which is why the French call 
the xtareh extracted from them 
"Guiana arrowroot 


Vespucci's Story 
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Amerigo Vespucci is said to have 
beard the word nyami. or something 
like it, on [he Brazilian seacoast If 
so. it could hardly have been intro- 
duced by Africans, unless they were 
singularly mobile in three days. The 
first Negroes to reach America were 
landed on Hispaniola in 1503; 
Vespucci’s last contact with Brazil 
occurred in 1505. It is highly im- 
probable that Brazil had ever seen a 
Negro at that lime, or a yam either. 

All the early explorers of Brazil 
report that the staple food there, 
t filling the niche which could have 
been occupied by the yam, was cas- 
sava: none of them mentions yams. 
There may be a simple explanation 
for the Vespucci story, assuming, 
that he beard aright and that he has 
been quoted aright: I have read that 
there was a somewhat similar Brazi- 
lian Indian worth unfortunately not 
given by the source of this informa- 
tion. that referred to a food from 
which bread could be made, pre- 
sumably cassava. 

i Vyunti. which originally meant, 
as The Horizon Cookbook reported 
correctly, simply “to eat," thus 
represented a very simple, very 
primitive idea, and it seems to have 
been a very simple, very primitive 
word, one of those almost animal- 
like noises produced instinctively 
and by human beings in response to 
simple situations. Young children 
of all languages make similar noises 
to express pleasure with food; the 
English example is “yum-yum.** 
According to Georges Gibault. in 
his “Histoire des Legumes," the 
yam barely missed becoming an im- 


century. He reported that wh3t he 
called the Chinese yam was first . 
brought into France in 1846, where 
it was planted in the hothouses of 
the Fans Natural History Museum 
and promptly forgotten. 

It had a second chance in. 1850 
when French Consul de Montigny 
sent some plants from Shanghai, to- 
gether with a report pointing out 
that the yam was as important in 
China as the potato in Europe. This 
was at the time when the blight had 
destroyed virtually all the potatoes 
of Europe, so seed sellers tried to 


promote the yam as a substitute. 
Thed 


i effort faded. Gibault explained, 
because of the difficulty of harvest- 
ing yams: the tubers often formed 
three feet or more below the sur- 
face. and they broke easily. 
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De Montigny had apparently ne- 
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giected to explain how the Chinese 
got around this problem — they 
plowed three-foot-deep farrows in 
their fields 
the ridges 
the French 
After all. there was one other draw- 
back which Gibault did not men- 
tion — the French climate. 

The yam was thus left to the trop- 
ical and subtropical regions where it 
is really at home. It is within such 
climatic areas that it has become 
the staple food of many popula- 
tions. One such area is the Trobri- 
and Islands, where the interrneshing 
of the importance of yams with a 
social order which was mairilineaJ, 
not to say matriarchal, promoted it 
to an instrument of power. 

As Marvin Harris tells the story; 
"In recognition of the existence of 
matrilineal descent, at harvest time 
brothers acknowledged that a por- 
tion of the produce of the matri- 
lineal lands was owed to* their as- 
ters and sent them presents of bask- 
ets filled with yams, their staple 
crop. The Trobriand chief relied on 
this custom to maintain his political 
and economic base. He monied (he 
sisters of the headmen of a large 
number of sublineages. Some chiefs 
acquired as many as two dozen 
wives, each of whom was entitled to 
an obligatory gift of yams from her 
brothers. 

These yams were delivered to the 
chiefs village and displayed on spe- 
cial yam racks. Some of the yams 
were then redistributed in elaborate 
feasts in which the chief validated 
his position as a "great -provider.” 
while the remainder were used to 
feed the canoe-building specialists, 
artisans, magicians, and family ser- 
vants who thereby fell undo* the 
chiefs control and enhanced his 
power."

NEW YORK, SepL 17 (AP-DJ) —The two 
most experienced U.S. economic policy-mak- 
ers, as indicated by their opinions above, disa- 
gree sharply about the economy’s health. 

- William . McChesney Martin, who headed 
the federal Reserve Board under Presidents 
Truman, Eisenhower. Kennedy. Johnson and 
Nixon, sees an array of somber developments 
darkening the business outlook. The price of 
real estate has climbed to levels that he said 

- are “just ridiculous.” The growth of the mon- 
ey supply is “virtually out of control through- 
out the world.” The country is “floating on a 
sea of credit” and the average consumer’s 
debt-payment burden, in terms of income, is 
“at the highest level in history." 

. Cooperation Eroding 

His' fundamental concern, however, is that 
international cooperation on the economic 
front is eroding. And he is convinced that, 
without such cooperation, a depression worse 
than any slump since the 1930s is likdy. “The 
basic qnestion involves international coopera- 
tion.” be said, “and not simply whether world 
buriness. happens to be conducted under a sys- 
tem of floanng or fixed exchange rates.” 

- *Tm afraid that we don’t have sufficient in- 
ternational cooperation any more,” Mr. Mar- 
tin warned. He foresees a period in which ma- 
jor European nations, for instance, increasing- 
ly wiQ workout their monetary arrangements 
simply with one another, rather than on a 
broader basis. 

-• By no coincidence, he anticipates “more 
and more protectionism 1 * on the trade from. 


Indeed, he feels that such a trend is under 
way. In the 1930s, protectionism was deemed 
a major factor in the severity of the Depres- 
sion. 

Mr. Martin maintain ed that various organ- 
izations designed to foster international coop- 
eration, such as the International Monetary 
Fund and the Bank fra International Settle- 
ments, are unlikely to provide much real help 
in a crunch. 

He views the BIS. for example, as essential- 
ly a club for central bankers, rather than an 
institution with the clout to take swift effec- 
tive action in the event of an international 
economic crisis. 

In contrast Arthur Bums, who succeeded 
Mr. Martin at the Fed and served under Presi- 
dents Nixon. Ford and Carter and was Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's chief economic adviser, 
died the IMF and the BIS as reasons why 
“the mechanism is in place” to prevent the 
sort of breakdown in international coopera- 
tion that narked the Depression. 

The IMF, he recalled, “was instrumental in 
persuading Britain and Italy, as well as nu- 
merous lesser nations, to pursue sounder eco- 
nomic and financial policies.” 

Depression Safeguard 

He agrees with Mr. Martin that the BIS 
constitutes a sort of dub where central bank- 
ers meet regularly. But he regards this as a 
safeguard against a new depression- Because 
they do keep in dose tough, ne said, the major 
centra] bankers are prepared now to move in 


conceit against any indpient economic col- 
lapse. 

Although Mr. Burns seems more optimistic, 
he also sees major difficulties facing business 
in coining years. “There are imbalances in this 
economy that economists are not paying suffi- 
cient attention to,” he said. “I would not be 
surprised if the current slowdown turns out to 
be a fairly serious recession.” 

Sounding much like Mr. Martin, Mr. Bums 
dted “a record-high consumer debt burden” 
as one such imbalance. He expresseed deep 
concern about problems ranging from infla- 
tion to “the quality of lending that has been 
taking place” at home and across national 
borders. 

NoDebade 

However, Mr. Burns does not believe that 
such economic problems mean a new degres- 
sion is near. He conceded that “intensifying 
inflation will make our economy more slugg- 
ish, but I don’t see it Leading to any son of 
economic debacle.” 

He noted that “by stepping on the mone- 
tary brake in 1974, we were able to bring the 
inflation rate down from something like 12 
percent in 1974 to something under 7 percent 
in 1975 to less than 5 percent in 1976.” 

He feds that the Fed has the capacity to 
keep a financial crisis from leading tc deep 
economic trouble. Regarding risky loans, he 
said: “Our regulatory mechanism is stronger 
nowadays. I'm thinking of bank examinations 
and bank reports. They are far more intensive 
than they used to be.”

These are beautiful pieces of paper 
with intricate graphic designs often done by 
the same engravers who have worked on 
stamps and banknotes. Because of supply and 
demand, prices over the last year have gone 
from next to nothing lo a fortune.” 

Scripophily has caught the imagination of. 
collectors, and there is something to collect on 
any theme from any country. Royal Bulgarian
